THE STOURBRIDGE girlfriend of World 
Championship gold medallist Dai Greene has 
spoken of her pride at the hurdler’s success. 

Schoolteacher Sian Davies, from Wollaston, has 
been by Greene’s side since they were both members 
of their university running club in Cardiff five years 
ago. 

And she watched with pride as he won the first of 
Britain’s two World Championship gold medals with 
victory in the 400 metres hurdles in Daegu. 

Long-distance runner Mo Farah grabbed the second 
with victory in the 5,000 metres after taking silver in the 
10,000m event. 

Worrying 

“I was glued to the television watching it -1 haven’t slept 
or eaten for a week worrying about it,” said 26-year-old 
Sian, who is living with her parents in Eggington Road 
while she and Dai carry out work on their new home in 
Bath. 

“I had to stand in the hallway as I couldn’t bear to listen 
to all the build-up. I’m so proud of him, and so happy, it 
meant so much to him.”

Local serviceman was leading patrol, inquest told 

MARINE DIED IN 
BOMBS SEARCH 



Marine Jonathan Crookes, killed on patrol 


A ROYAL MARINE from 
Halesowen was killed 
while searching for bombs 
as he patrolled in Afghanistan, 
an inquest heard. 

Jonathan Crookes, aged 26, had 
been leading a company of troops 
through Sangin District in Helmand 
Province. 

The area is one of the most volatile in the 
war-torn country. 

An inquest on Tuesday heard that the 
Marines were less than a mile from their base 
when an Improvised Explosive Device deto¬ 
nated, injuring three troops, including an Amer¬ 
ican soldier. 

Following the explosion Marine Crookes con¬ 
tinued to search for further explosives to find a 
clear path back to the base for him and his 
injured comrades on July 16 last year. 

Sgt A1 Grant, who was troop sergeant for 


Charlie Company from 40 Commando Royal 
Marines, said Marine Crookes was searching a 
bomb crater when a second explosion went off. 

“We could not see anything. The whole area 
was covered in dust,” he said. 

He added that as the dust settled, Marine 
Crookes was seen lying with another comrade, 
Lieutenant Corporal Luke Metcalfe. 

Attempts were made to rescue the five injured 
serviceman, including Marine Crookes. 

TRIBUTE 

But the reservist died from his injuries, the 
inquest at Smethwick Coroners’ Court was told. 

Lieutenant Colonel Edward Moorhouse, who 
was a Major with Charlie Company paid tribute 
to Marine Crookes. 

He said: “If I had 200 Jonny Crookes under my 
command I would be a very happy man.” 

Marine Crookes’ family including his mother, 
Susan, and fiancee, Danni Davis, were at the 
inquest, which was, led by Black Country 
coroner Robin Balmain. 

The inquest reached a conclusion of unlawful 
killing.

Villagers 
hit out at 
changes 

VILLAGERS have spoken 
out against a controversial 
£900,000 scheme to over¬ 
haul historic Kinver High 
Street, with most calling for 
further changes. 

More than 250 household¬ 
ers have sent in their views 
on the redevelopment of 
Kinver High Street. Resi¬ 
dents and businesses in the 
village have complained 
that the alterations have 
caused traffic queues along 
the High Street with trade 
plummeting. 

Of the 252 letters sent to 
Kinver Parish Council, 202 
criticised chicanes installed 
along the road. 

Some called for them to be 
removed while others asked 
for clear priorities to avoid 
traffic problems. 

The parish council said 
112 of the letters had com¬ 
plained about parking prob¬ 
lems for delivery lorries. 

More than 100 of the cor¬ 
respondents also criticised 
marker posts placed at the 
entrance to the High Street. 

The concrete blocks have 
speed limit signs on them. 

Parish council bosses said 
70 of the letters praised the 
overall layout of the road 
and 89 had said new kerbs 
were too high. 

The parish council will 
raise the issues with 
Staffordshire County 
Council, which will carry 
out a review and have the 
final say on any changes.

HM Court Service said that there 
would not be any operational 
changes for members of Stourbridge 
County Court. 

Spokeswoman Zoe Campbell said: 
“The current headcount for Stour¬ 
bridge County Court is 3.29 full-time 
equivalent. 

“All staff from Dudley and Stour¬ 
bridge county courts are already co¬ 
located in the same building. 

Operational 

“All of the Stourbridge staff are 
being transferred to Dudley’s head- 
count and there will be no opera¬ 
tional differences as all staff are 
already dealing with work from both 
courts.” 

The public counter at Kiddermin¬ 
ster County Court is to close. Ms 
Campbell said: “There are three full¬ 
time equivalent members of staff at 
Kidderminster County Court. 

“Hearings will be retained at the 
court but the public counter will close 
and the administrative work and 
staff headcount will transfer to 
Worcester County Court.” 

Halesowen Magistrates Court has 
been put up for sale.

STOURBRIDGE Quaker 
Meeting House will be 
opening its doors to show off 
its hidden architectural 
treasures free of charge at 
the weekend. 

The opening, on Sunday 
(September 11) between 
11.15am and 3pm, is part of 
a national event run by 
English Heritage to get 
organisations to open build¬ 
ings so members of the 
public can find out more 
about them. 

Following an era of reli¬ 
gious persecution, Stour¬ 
bridge Quakers built the 
Meeting House on Scotts 
Road in 1689, the first year 
they could do so without 
breaking the law. 

It is probably the oldest 
building in Stourbridge 
town centre still used for its 
original purpose. 

It has been carefully ren¬ 
ovated, with grants from 
the Historic Churches 
Preservation Fund, the 
Warwickshire and Dudley 
Historic Churches Trust.

Spaces 
stay for 
closing 
car park 

THE NUMBER of spaces 
at a multi-storey car 
park in Stourbridge will 
now not be cut in the run¬ 
up to its closure, it has 
emerged. 

The 458-space multi¬ 
storey car park in Bell 
Street is being knocked 
down under multi-million 
pound plans to redevelop 
the Crown Shopping Centre 
in the town. 

The seven-storey car 
park, popular with shoppers 
and visitors to the Crystal 
Leisure Centre, was origi¬ 
nally earmarked for demoli¬ 
tion several years ago after 
a study found £4m would be 
needed to restore it. 

Bays 

More than 50 spaces have 
been cordoned off to reduce 
wear and tear and bosses 
had suggested more may 
have to go in the months in 
the run up to the site’s 
closure. 

However, today Council¬ 
lor Patrick Harley, cabinet 
member for transportation, 
said: “Due to the fact that 
Bell Street car park will be 
demolished in the near 
future there is not currently 
a problem. 

“It is highly unlikely we 
would need to reduce 
parking bays before the car 
park closes.” 

The redevelopment of the 
Crown Centre will include a 
new Tesco supermarket. 
Work is expected to start 
early next year. 

A planning application 
lodged by Tesco this week 
shows how the supermarket 
plans to phase the work. 

The first section will see a 
road closure notice sent out 
for New Street.

‘bungled’ 
surgery 

A MOTHER-OF-TWO 
from Tipton has won a 
substantial payout after 
she lost more than nine 
pints of blood during a 
Caesarian procedure at 
Russells Hall Hospital. 

Naurin Ahmed needed 
three emergency operations 
and a hysterectomy, which 
will leave her unable to 
have more children. 

Her uterus was torn while 
she was giving birth to 
Muhammed. 

But the tear went unno¬ 
ticed by medical staff — and 
the 43-year-old has now 
won a settlement from 
Dudley Group of Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust. 

Nightmare 

“The birth of our child 
should have been one of the 
happiest days of our life,” 
said the former Sandwell 
Council designer. 

“But it turned into a 
nightmare.” 

Mrs Ahmed said she had 
to be treated with morphine 
for five days. 

The bungled procedure, 
which was carried out in 
September 2007, left her 
unable to see her newborn 
son. 

Mrs Ahmed’s security 
guard husband, Tamseel, 
said he thought his wife 
might die. 

“It was the worse moment 
I have ever been through,” 
he added. 

The couple married in 
2003 and also have a six- 
year-old daughter, called 
Maryam. They plan to use 
the payout from the trust to 
try to adopt another child. 

The trust said: “Patient 
safety is the highest priority 
for the trust and we have 
reinforced all our proce¬ 
dures.”

D OGNAPPINGS have more than doubled in the last 12 months, with 
opportunist thieves even targeting people selling litters over the 
internet who give their name and address, says a former Stourbridge 
policeman. 

Tom Watkins, who runs charity Animal Search UK, says daily reports of dog 
thefts, with animals presumed stolen, have jumped from around 30 a day to 
between 60-100 every day in the last year across the country. 

Mr Watkins, who quit his job as Pc in Stourbridge and Halesowen to start his pet detective 
business, says dog owners need to be on their guard. 

Jane Hayes, founder of Doglost, meanwhile says the Black Country and Birmingham has 
seen massive increases. She says Doglost now receives up to 200 calls a week about stolen 
dogs compared to 80 a week years ago. Mrs Hayes adds: “There has definitely been in 
increase in dog thefts around Sandwell, Wolverhampton, Walsall and Dudley. 

“We’ve even seen thieves taking 
whole litters from people advertising 
their sale on the internet and giving 
their name.” 

The revelation comes after the 
owners of a puppy stolen by two men 
on a motorbike were reunited with their 
beloved pet - after he was sold on to a 
couple in Wolverhampton.

Concert 
venue 
price cut 

OWNERS of a landmark 
Black Country music venue 
are still looking for a buyer 
after it was put on the 
market. 

The Regis Suite in Reddal 
Hill, Cradley Heath, went 
up for sale for £900,000, but 
the price has dropped to 
£795,000. 

Owners Tony Billingham 
and Carole Jenkins saved 
the building in 2008 when 
they bought it at auction 
from Sandwell Council for 
£500,000. It was given a 
£250,000 refit and has since 
hosted dinners, business 
meetings and live music 
events. The venue was 
famed for its music nights in 
the 1960s. The Regis has 
three function rooms. The 
main suite seats 350 people 
and has a dance floor. The 
second seats 80 and the 
third up to 50. 

It also has two offices, a 
catering kitchen, three 
stores and staff toilets and 
basement. There is also a 
staff car park for eight cars. 

Mr Billingham said: “We 
are looking at a sale at the 
moment. Alot of people have 
wanted to rent it, but we are 
not worried at the moment. 

We have got some interest.” 

No rush over £3.5m sell-off 
of the council’s buildings 

NONE of the council office buildings to be sold off in Dudley 
town centre and bring in an estimated £3.5million will go 
on the market for the “time being”, say borough bosses. 

More than a third of local authority buildings deemed 
“unfit for purpose” are set to go on sale over the next three 
years, but before they go on the market council chiefs say 
they will be carrying out “detailed planning”. This will 
examine timescales and relocation of staff. 

Councillor Tim Wright, cabinet member for human 
resources, law and governance at Dudley Council, said: 
“We do not anticipate any properties being marketed for 
the time being as a detailed planning phase will now be 
carried out over the coming months.” 


Museum visits drop as 
families feel the pinch 


VISITOR NUMBERS have gone down at the Black Country 
Living Museum, new figures reveal. 

The tourist attraction in Tipton Road, Dudley had 153,670 people 
through the doors between January and July this year - an average 
of just under 22,000 per month. 

Last year overall, an average of more than 25,600 people flocked to the 
museum each month, with a yearly total of 307,326. Bosses are blaming the 
recession for families feeling the pinch. 

Trustee of the museum and deputy council 
leader Tim Wright said family budgets were 
being “squeezed” and they had less free cash 
to spend. 

“People have to decide what is necessary to 
put on the table and what they can live 
without, and luxuries such as a day out at a 
museum will suffer,” he said. 

“It’s a cracking place and a fantastic day 
out.” 

Former trustee and new leader Les Jones 
added: “Attractions such as the museum bore 
up well during the early days of the recession, 
but it seems to have caught up with them now. 

“I’m sure that the visitor numbers will pick 
up again as soon as the economy improves.” 

Chief executive for the museum, Andrew 
Lovett, said a recent report by the English 
Tourist Board, VisitEngland, showed that 
paid-for attractions across the country had 
seen an overall reduction in visitor atten¬ 
dance this year. 

Range 

He said a range of offers and events has 
been introduced to try to boost numbers. 

It is the first time in recent years that the 
museum has seen a decrease in numbers, 
with visitor figures rising 10 per cent to 
290,000 in 2009 and going up again in 2010. 

While there has been a drop in the number 
of people going through the doors of paid-for 
attractions, visitor numbers at museums and 
art galleries offering free admission 
increased last year. 

VisitEngland said those numbers rose by 
up to 6.6 per cent in 2010. 

The national trend has been mirrored in 
the West Midlands where many museums 
also reported higher numbers, including RAF 
Museum Cosford.

A METAL processing firm in 
the Black Country has become 
an internet sensation thanks 
to a popular TV show. 

More than half a milli on people 
have taken part in a quiz on the 
BBC’s Top Gear website featuring 
Surface Processing Ltd in Dudley. 

The company, which strips the 
shells of cars to remove rust and old 
paint, attracted the attention of the 
show’s producers who were looking for 
a new game for the site. 

Players must guess the make and 
model of the car correctly from looking 
at a picture of a stripped-down body 
shell without any paintwork. At one 
point it was the most-read page on the 
site, attracting more hits than a video 
of The Stig meeting Formula One star 
Sebastian Vettel. 

And the business, which works on 
an average of 350 cars a year, has seen 


a surge in trade since the quiz went 
live. Bosses are now taking on two new 
workers, to add to the 21 existing staff, 
to deal with the increase in orders. 

Managing director Adrian McMur¬ 
ray said the television show’s produc¬ 
ers heard about the company through 
a mutual acquaintance. 

Amazing 

“Who would have thought we were 
going to get half a million people 
looking at the state of our cars? 

“It’s amazing and I’m so pleased we 
were asked to take part,” he said. 

Cars are lowered into a series of 
huge vats of stripping fluid, removing 
rust and decay and leaving the bare 
bodywork. 

The vehicle then goes through a 19- 
stage painting process to put on a pro¬ 
tective coat, which sees it dipped in 
various materials, before being 
“baked” in an oven at 185F. 


Another layer can be added during 
the painting process to prevent it 
rusting again. 

The average cost is about £1,500 per 
car and the majority of the firm’s cus¬ 
tomers are classic car collectors who 
want to restore their buy to its former 
glory. 

Recent projects have included a 
Ford Consul Capri, a Ford Escort 
Mark One and a Volkswagen Golf 
Mark One, while classic Mini Coopers 
also regularly pass through the 
company’s base in Deepdale Lane. 

Mr McMurray, who set up the firm 
in 1994, said: “With this process we 
clear out all the muck and rubbish, 
clear out the good majority of all the 
rust and you are left with a nice clear 
blank page on which to start the 
restoration.” 

Along with cars, the firm also 
restores aerospace, construction and 
agricultural equipment. 
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Shopper 
parking 
may be 
doubled 


SHOPPERS could get a 
boost with double the 
number of free parking 
spaces in Stourbridge’s high 
street in the wake of a 
multi-million pound rede¬ 
velopment. 

At least a dozen spaces 
could be created in Lower 
High Street.

A similar trial is taking 
place in selected streets 
around Dudley town centre 
in a bid to boost trade and 
appease business owners.

Jobs boost 
at museum 

MORE THAN 20 jobs are up 
for grabs at the Black 
Country Living Museum in 
Dudley. 

The attraction in Tipton 
Road is looking to take on a 
number of casual guides 
and demonstrators to cover 
events coming up at the 
venue. 

When bosses advertised 
10 casual posts early last 
year more than 240 applica¬ 
tions from across the region 
flooded into the venue. 

The final number of posi¬ 
tions in the latest round of 
recruitment is still to be 
finalised. 


1,300 pupils 
suspended 
from schools 

AROUND 1,300 pupils have been suspended from schools in the Dudley 
borough since the start of the year for a range of issues including 
assaults on teachers, theft, criminal damage and bullying, new figures 
show. 

Education bosses in Dudley have revealed a total of 1,295 students were tem¬ 
porarily excluded and a further 45 students, all from secondary schools, 
expelled. 

The exclusions were for bad behaviour between January and July this year. Six 
excluded were caught carrying a knife to school. A total of 21 were caught with drugs or 
alcohol. Another 302 assaulted a fellow pupil and 53 assaulted an adult on school grounds, 
with eight permanently expelled for assault. Bullying led to 36 students being suspended. 

The number of suspended pupils represents around 2.9 per cent of the total number of 
pupils in the borough. There are 44,584 students at primary, secondary and special 
schools in Dudley.

Council education boss 
Councillor Liz Walker said 
the decision to exclude a 
pupil, either permanently 
or temporarily, was “never 
taken lightly”. 

She added: ‘While these 
figures are high, and nobody 
likes to see these figures, 
schools have to act in the 
best interest of all their 
pupils. 

“When you have children 
taking drugs and alcohol 
and bringing knives on to 
school grounds it is very 
worrying. 

Disruption 

“We get some of the best 
exam results in the West 
Midlands - and part of that 
is the attitude that every 
child has the right to learn 
without disruption from 
others. 

“Schools do take a strong 
line and discipline is 
enforced, but it is only as an 
ultimate sanction after 
every other avenue has been 
pursued.” 

Council officers said they 
could not name the schools 
where pupils had been 
excluded until the end of the 
year due to the small 
numbers involved, to 
protect the identity of the 
students. 

In 2010, a total of 1,453 
pupils were suspended and 
60 were expelled.

Decision soon over 
£6m mosque plan 


A DECISION on contro¬ 
versial plans for a new 
multi-million pound 
mosque in the Black 
Country could this 
month. 

Almost 200 letters of objec¬ 
tion and support for the Dudley 
Muslim Association scheme 
were submitted to the council 
during the consultation period 
which ended last week. 

Under the plans a new 
mosque and community centre, 
costing up to £6million, could be 
built on vacant land in Hall 
Street, Dudley. The proposals 
have been scaled back from an 
original £12m design. 

Dudley Council said no date 
has been fixed for plans to be 
considered by the planning 
committee - but it could be on 
the agenda for September 19. 

The full application was sub¬ 
mitted before last month’s dead¬ 
line when outline planning 
consent would have expired. 

Leisure 

Muslim leaders have said the 
plans were altered following 
concerns raised by residents. 

Officials say the complex 
would include leisure facilities, 
open to non-Muslims, as well as 
two cafes, a multi-use sports 
hall, a gym, a nursery and an 
exhibition of Muslim beliefs. 

It would also offer educa¬ 
tional facilities including 
English courses. 

The total floor space of the 
development was reduced from 
82,193sq ft to 69,050sq ft - 
around three-quarters of the 
size of a football pitch. 

Council spokesman Phil 
Parker said: “While the statu¬ 
tory time period for consulta¬ 
tion has now passed, 
representations will still be 
accepted up to the day of the 
development control commit¬ 
tee.”

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War art is going 
up for auction 

IMAGES of Spitfires sweeping through the sky 
and soldiers fleeing enemy fire are amongst 20 
wartime illustrations going under the hammer 
in Dudley. 

Former propaganda artist Ron Jobson, aged 88, 
created the artworks when he was drafted into the 
War Office as a member of the Royal Engineers 
during the Second World War. 

He was instructed to create illustrations for propaganda 
posters being sent out across the country to show the glory 
of the RAF. 

The grandfather-of-six has given some of his artwork to 
Phil and Chris Aston of Aston’s Auctioneers in Dudley to 
auction off at a sale in October. 

Mr Jobson, who lives in London, became a full time illus¬ 
trator after the war and worked on numerous commis¬ 
sions.

He lent his skills to comic book series called Space 
Kingley between 1952 and 1954, but one of his major com¬ 
missions was for the model creators Airfix in the 1960s. 

Various scenes of aircraft in flight, illustrating the 
models, were created to whet the appetite of eager collec¬ 
tors. And in 1967 Mr Jobson was responsible for the illus¬ 
trations on all of the Matchbox 1-75 Series model boxes for 
that year. 

“They would be quite strict on what they wanted and 
how the plane should look but I really enjoyed it,” he said. 

“Even though I was in the army during the war it was 
planes that were really my main passion.” 

The wartime illustrations were generally based on pho¬ 
tographs which were taken out on the front line. 

Around 20 artworks will be up for sale at auction house 
Baylies Hall in Tower Street, on October 15.

Shut garage is 
due to re-open 

A PETROL STATION and supermarket at a promi¬ 
nent site in Stourbridge are due to reopen. The 
owner of the Broadway Service Station, Norton, is 
investing a total of £140,000 to refurbish the shop 
there and reopen the petrol pumps. 

Tony Virdee, of Hagley Road, Stourbridge, has owned the 
plot, on the corner of South Road and The Broadway, since 
1983 and had been renting the premises out as a shop until 
August 8 when it closed. 

Now Mr Virdee, aged 63, wants to reopen the shop as a 
Costcutter supermarket. 

The garage will open as a Texaco service station follow¬ 
ing a facelift. 

It will be managed by his brother Pete, 55, who lives next 
door in The Broadway, while his nephew Sunny, 26, will 
also work there. A further two staff are to be employed. 

Uncertain 

Mr Virdee said the previous occupants of the shop had 
shut suddenly. 

“The site will have a new lease of life, opening the end of 
October or in November,” he added. 

Meanwhile, there is an uncertain future for the Blue 
Ocean hand car wash that has been operated by a different 
business on part of the site. 

Planning permission for the car wash was refused last 
month. 

Dudley Council has now issued a notice ordering it to 
cease trading by tomorrow (September 9). 

The previous occupants of the shop on the site had sub¬ 
let the forecourt to the car wash, owned by Rzgar Raza of 
West Bromwich. 

Mr Raza says he will appeal against the refusal of plan¬ 
ning permission for his car wash.

Severance payments will fall 
if council changes formula 


WORKERS at Dudley Council 
leaving through redundancy could 
see their severance payout cut. 

Employees have the right to a 
payment if they are made redundant 
and have two years’ continuous 
employment with the council. 

The amount of the redundancy 
payment is calculated using a statu¬ 
tory formula, which is based on age, 
length of service and salary which is 
multiplied to calculate the final 
payout. 

But that is now set to be changed 
which will lead to lower payments for 
those leaving the authority. 

Bosses at the cash-strapped author¬ 


ity want to get rid of 427 posts by next 
April. 

Around 350 have already left the 
council through voluntary redun¬ 
dancy. 

Some 25 others have gone through 
compulsory redundancy. 

Discretion 

Councillor Tim Wright, cabinet 
member for human resources, law and 
governance at Dudley Council, said: 
“Local authorities have the discretion 
to have an enhanced severance 
scheme. 

“Dudley uses a multiplier to calcu¬ 
late severance payments,” added 


Councillor Wright. “This has been 
reviewed in light of the current eco¬ 
nomic climate. 

“The proposal is to reduce it from 2.2 
to 1.5. 

“The reduction will lead to a saving, 
in terms of the costs associated with 
future redundancies.” 

He added: “This proposal is that this 
will come into effect for all staff, 
including teachers. 

“The same multiplier is used for both 
compulsory and voluntary redundan¬ 
cies.” 

Bosses say they cannot yet calculate 
how much money the changes will save 
the local authority.

“It was two families 
arguing after they came 
back from a christening,” he 
added. 

Barbara Wilkinson, a 
great-grandmother-of-11 of 
Owen Street, said: “There 
was a large crowd outside 
involved. It’s the first time 
I’ve seen anything like it at 
the pub and I’ve lived here 
15 years.”

Plea for 
eyesore 
site to be 
cleared 

AN EYESORE site could be 
redeveloped to create new 
homes or businesses to 
improve a main route into 
Dudley, say councillors.

Centres’ fate in balance 


THE FATE of up to 30 community centres 
across Dudley in need of £2.6million worth 
of upgrades and improvements being done 
is hanging in the balance as council leaders 
prepare to meet and vote on their future. 

A report on the council-run centres - 
many of them in a bad state of disrepair and 
needing investment to bring them up to 
legal standards - will be unveiled later this 
month. Councillors will vote on which 
course of action to follow. Leaders have 
admitted this is “likely” to include closing 
some down and moving services. 


The cost of upgrading the old buildings 
has been valued at £2.6million - around 10 
times the council’s annual budget for com¬ 
munity centres. 

Community services chief Councillor 
Lesley Faulkner said the cabinet would vote 
on the plans at a meeting on September 14. 

“It would be inappropriate for me to say 
at this stage what the report contains or 
what conclusions have been made,” said 
Councillor Faulkner. Among the centres 
under threat are Brockmoor Community 
Centre in Brettell Lane, Brierley Hill. 


Metal thieves 
cut down play 
equipment 

SWINGS, slides and a climbing wall have been stolen by metal thieves 
from a children’s play area in a Halesowen nature reserve. 

The play equipment was cut down by thieves who struck at the toddlers play 
area at The Leasowes, off Mucklow Hill. 

The theft was discovered by staff when they arrived at work on Tuesday, August 30. 
Two swings, two slides, a climbing wall and a chain bridge were stolen. 

It is thought the thieves 
used a disk cutter or angle 
grinder to chop the equip¬ 
ment down from their 
frames before taking them 
away in a vehicle. 

Council chiefs believe the 
equipment may have been 
taken to be sold on for scrap. 

Metal thefts have been on 
the increase across the 
Black Country in recent 
months as prices and 
demands rise. 

Businesses, homes and 
churches have all been tar¬ 
geted by thieves. 

Dreadful 

Chairman of the Friends 
of Leasowes Park, Mari¬ 
anne Diller called the thefts 
“dreadful” news for the park 
and residents. 

“I’m not sure how much 
this scrap metal would fetch 
in money but the equipment 
was so much more valuable 
to the community and to the 
park,” she said. 

“I’m really sad to hear 
about this as the play¬ 
ground is much used by chil¬ 
dren and their families and 
is one of the main attrac¬ 
tions for the park.” 

Replacing the equipment 
would cost thousands of 
pounds. 

Councillor David Stanley, 
cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment and culture at 
Dudley Council, added: “I 
can’t believe that people can 
stoop so low.” 



Recycle scheme set 
for borough rollout 


A PLASTIC and cardboard recycling trial could be rolled out to the whole of the 
Dudley borough in a move that would save the council £500,000-plus a year. 

Environment bosses say increasing the amount of recycling carried out would drive 
down incineration costs. A trial has been operating at around 11,000 homes in the 
borough for the last six months. The council says residents have responded positively. 

The authority says it would need to invest in new refuse lorries as well as recycling 
bags and boxes for homes but the spending would be covered in the increase in revenue 
from the materials collected for recycling, estimated to be around £500,000. 


The reduction in incineration costs would 
save around £530,000 a year. 

A report has been drawn up and a deci¬ 
sion on whether to extend the trial will be 
made later this year. 

Director of the urban environment John 
Millar says in the report: “The benefit of 
rolling out this service would be an 
increased recycling rate. 

“This in turn will see an increase in the 
amount of recycling income received and 
also a decrease in the amount of waste sent 
for disposal.” 

Success 

Cabinet member for environment and 
leisure, Councillor David Stanley, said: 
“The trial has proven a great success and 
there are many advantages of extending it 
to the whole borough. We will now be 
analysing the data collected during the trial 
before making a decision.” 

The report was to go before the environ¬ 
ment scrutiny committee yesterday (Sep¬ 
tember 7). 

The council already collects glass, cans 
and papers. The trial began in October and 
was carried out in different parts of the 
borough including Brierley Hill, Pensnett, 
and Kingswinford. Average participation 
rate was 86.9 per cent. 


Empty shops 
to be given 
a makeover 

EMPTY SHOPS are being revamped at 
Stourbridge’s Ryemarket shopping centre 
in a bid to attract new retailers. 

Bosses at the centre say the vacant units 
will be modernised over the next few weeks. 

Wooden boards have been erected outside 
some units in the Ryemarket to allow work 
to begin inside. 

Workers from construction firm Thomas 
Vale have been given access to an empty 
shop unit opposite as a base for staff. 

Centre manager Karl Taylor said some of 
the units could be knocked through to entice 
larger high street names. “The landlord is 
carrying out remedial work to knock several 
units into one to modernise them and make 
them more attractive,” he said.

From soldiers fighting in the 
First World War to postmen 
and railway conductors - all 
of them had smart uniforms 
with shiny buttons. 

James Grove and Sons sup¬ 
plied buttons to the Ministry of 
Defence, British Railways and 
the General Post Office and the 
firm’s history can be traced back 
to making buttons during the 
American Civil War of 1861. 

Still based on Stourbridge Road in 
Halesowen, the company was 
founded in 1857 by James Grove 
who started off with just a horse and 
trap. In the early 1900s he travelled 
across Europe selling horn buttons 
from his hotel room. 


Now old photographs and arte¬ 
facts from the factory have been 
handed over to staff at Dudley 
Archives and they give a snapshot of 
the factory in the 1950s and 60s. 

Curator Andy Bytheway says it is 
wonderful to have such a rare collec¬ 
tion of buttons in the archives. 

“There are not many of these 
buttons left and so it is great to have 
such an extensive collection,” he 
says. “Not only do we have some of 
the pieces that were manufactured at 
the factory, but also pictures of the 
workers and the founder James 
Grove.” 

James Grove served his appren¬ 
ticeship with William Harris, who had 
a button factory at Spring Hill, which 
quickly became the largest and best 
equipped horn button factory in 


Britain. James and his wife Ann Eliz¬ 
abeth set up their business in prem¬ 
ises rented from Ann’s father, but in 
1865 this proved to be too small and 
so they decided to build the Bloom¬ 
field Works on Stourbridge Road. 

The company employed about 600 
men and women. Today, it employs 
around 40 people using sophisti¬ 
cated machinery and polishing tech¬ 
niques. 

Reputation 

Andy says: “When James Grove 
died in 1886 the reputation of the 
company as makers of first quality 
horn buttons was firmly established. 
When visiting the Bloomfield Works 
in the 1950s people would have seen 
the long line of storage sheds piled 
high with sacks of horns and hoofs. 

“The horns and hoofs were the raw 


material used to make buttons - and 
any that were rejected were ground 
down to make fertiliser, so nothing 
was wasted.” 

Pieces of horn were put into steam 
heated presses to make them flat 
and then button blanks were cut out 
by machines. Andy says: “Then 
workers had to match up the buttons 
as, when they were spread out on a 
glass table and illuminated from 
beneath, at least four shades could 
be revealed. The buttons were then 
cut to the desired shape, holes were 
drilled and then they were polished.” 

The process today is still similar 
and some work is still done by hand. 
In 2006 the company moved into a 
brand new purpose-built manufac¬ 
turing unit at Stourbridge Road and it 
now exports to most countries.

NEW ALBUMS 


Singer endorsed by Robert Plant 


Scott Matthews 
- What The Night Delivers 

WOLVERHAMPTON troubadour Scott 
Matthews returns with his third solo 
effort, with a little help from some of his 
friends. 

Robert Plant guests on the excellent 
Elsewhere, while opener Myself Again 
continually haunts for ts entire five 
minutes 15 seconds. 

Head First Into Paradise is another 
wonderful ballad and highlights just how 
good Matthews’ voice is, while The Man 
Who Had Everything firmly places Scott 
as one of Britain’s best writers around. 
Matthews debuts his piano playing skills 
on closer Piano Song, but there is one 
instrument that rings clear throughout - 
his stunning voice. 

Baxter Dury - Happy Soup 

Son of Ian Dury, lead singer of the 
Blockheads, Baxter returns after six 
years with his stunning third solo album. 

Bleak, almost-spoken lyrics echo his 
father with scary similarity. Isabel is won¬ 
derfully witty, as is singing about wasting 
a bus fare on current single Claire. 

As the album wears on, the more com¬ 
fortable it sounds. After two or three 
listens it already feels part of the musical 
landscape, as if it has been around 
forever. Afternoon and Happy Soup mix 
simple guitars with stark, clever lyrics. 

The charm and warmth of this album is 
hard to resist and it takes its full toll on 
The Sun, while closing track Trophies 
makes you want to press play and enjoy 
all over again. 

Charlie Simpson-Young Pilgrim 

Possibly the biggest surprise package 
with one of this year’s best albums so far 
is the ex-Busted and current Fightstar 
singer’s first solo effort, a wonderful 
attempt at acoustic rock-tinted folk. 

Immediate comparisons to Bon Iver on 
Down Down Down and Hold On can only 
be good, while latest single Parachutes 
sees the tempo raised. 

Sundown and the fantastic Farmer and 
His Gun end the album and see Simpson 
finally grow up from singer to a classic 
songwriter. 

Don’t be put off by the name, Charlie 
Simpson is a transformed musician. For 
good.

Various Artists - 
Songs To Save A Life 

This collection of covers from artists, 
some well known, others not so, was put 
together to raise money for the good 
work done by the Samaritans. 10CC, KT 
Tunstall and Sophie Ellis-Bextor all 
feature with the latter’s cover of Arcade 
Fire’s Rebellion (Lies) being the surprise 
package. James Morrison opens with 
David Bowie’s Changes, while Lucie 
Silvas’ version of Lean On Me, and Ed 
Harcourt’s Be Not So Fearful ensure there 
is plenty of emotion on the album. 

Other Lives - Tamer Animals 

The influx of American folk bands 
shows no signs of abating. Chilling 
vocals and lilting tunes are the order of 


the day, the title track’s piano providing 
an eerie setting for some wonderful lyrics. 
The band threatens to drift off into obscu¬ 
rity during the middle of the album, with 
no bite on Dust Bowl III or Old Statues 
compared with the earlier tracks. Luckily, 
the band arise for one last hurrah before 
the album finishes, in the form of the fan¬ 
tastically emotive Desert. 

Airship - Stuck In This Ocean 

Don’t be fooled by the mellow intro to 
this album, it’s full of stadium-filling riffs 
and anthemic choruses. There are 
echoes of Starsailor in opener Algebra 
and Arcade Fire in Gold Watches. Spirit 
Party has shouted backing vocals which 
again echo Arcade Fire but this time the 
volume level is cranked up. The stand out 
track on this album is the eight-minute 
epic, The Trial Of Mr Riddle. Building up 
to a cacophony of grinding guitars and 
thumping drums, along with an epic riff, it 
leaves the final five songs of the album 
cowering under its shadow.

Jill Scott - The Light Of The Sun 

I have never really rated soul singer Jill 
Scott in the same league as Mary J Blige 
or even, for that matter, as Amy Wine- 
house. However, she has moments here 
that match anyone in her genre. She 
knows her way around a soulful ballad 
though is probably at her best when 
things get funky, as on Shame. 

Sometimes this album tries too hard to 
be quirky, as if she’s looking over her 
shoulder at Janelle Monae coming up on 
the rails. That’s why it is hard to get a grip 
of such tracks as All Cried Out Redux fea¬ 
turing, out of the mists of hip hop history, 
Doug E Fresh. Also, her relentless 
bravado and sermons on self-worth start 
to sound pompous, though at least the 
most blatant of them, Womanifesto, 
morphs into the sultry Rolling Hills. 

Jill Scott remains big business State¬ 
side where the ‘proper’ opening track So 
In Love has been a chart-topper. 

Neil Young &*The International 
Harvesters - A Treasure 

From Young’s eclectic 1980s period, 
where he tried vocoders, rockabilly and 
country music. These are live tracks 
dating from the country period and very 
good they are too, including a tribute to 


newly-born daughter Amber Jean and 
the epic Grey Riders. 

Hard-Fi - Killer Sounds 

The dance-rock outfit from Staines 
were vital when they first emerged with 
2005’s Stars Of CCTV which, with hind¬ 
sight, seemed to predict the messed-up 
hard-up post-credit crunch UK of today. 
But the follow up album was a disap¬ 
pointment. 

On initial listens I can’t see number 
three, Killer Sounds reversing the 
process. It doesn’t quite hit the right retro 
buttons and l«wonder if their former audi¬ 
ence would now rather listen to Plan B or 
Chase &<3tatus. 

Biffy Clyro - Revolutions: 

Live At Wembley 

Biffy Clyro are one of those rock bands 
who fly under the radar. You are vaguely 
aware of the name, they support 
someone you have heard of and, before 
you know it, they are headlining Wembley 
in their own right. The double set featur¬ 
ing 19-track live CD and a DVD of the gig 
is good value. Listening to it I realised the 
band I had written off as Scottish Foo 
Fighters wanna-bes are actually a formi¬ 
dable, intelligent and hugely popular 
band who deserve their success because 
it comes from satisfying the fans rather 
than hype and TV exposure.

This Irish songstress has a distinctive 
vocal, a pure warble akin to Emmylou 
Harris. Many of the tracks on this album 
are Corrs-like pop-rock numbers, many 
co-written by the singer, plus a few 
covers including Crowded House’s Fall 
At Your Feet and Carole King’s Way Over 
Yonder.

Brushing up on 
oil-based paints 



IL-based paints and 
varnishes tend to 
dry slowly, but 
sometimes nothing else 
will do. Follow Julia Gray’s 
top tips for a durable finish. 

Use oil-based paints and 
varnishes for a tough, durable 
finish that should last for 
years. 

Oil-based paints and var¬ 
nishes tend to separate, so 
you need to stir them really 
well before you use them, 
ensuring that you reach right 
down to the bottom of the tin. 
They sometimes get a skin on 
them, which you’ll need to 
'emove. 


Most dry slowly, so be 
patient and don’t do another 
coat until the previous one’s 
completely dry. 

Warmth will speed up the 
drying time, while cold or 
damp conditions will slow it 
down and may even ruin the 
finish. 

Results 

Use natural bristle brushes 
for the best results, and clean 
them thoroughly after use. 

You’ll need to use white 
spirit or turpentine substitute 
for cleaning and you should 
soak your brushes in 
between coats. 

It’s very easy to ruin 


Use oil-based paints for a finish which could last for years 

brushes by not cleaning them 
properly and then leaving 
them to dry. 

Wear rubber gloves and old 
clothes when using oil-based 
paints and varnishes, as 
they’re hard to remove from 
your skin - and anything else 
you get them on. Remember 
to protect the surrounding 
area as well. 

Overtime, oil-based paints 
and varnishes tend to yellow, 
especially if they’re white or 
clear. 

If you’re worried about this, 
choose water-based alterna¬ 
tives instead, which dry 
quicker and are nicer to use.

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Put in pansies and other winter and spring plants now It’s important to keep up with the garden weeding 

Cool customers are 


ready before winter 


Y ES, it is possible that the rest 
of September could be 
scorching, but this is the UK, 
so most of us will be thinking about 
putting the garden furniture away 
and covering up the barbecue for 
another year. 

September is an ideal time for a great 
garden tidy-up, while it’s still warm 
enough to work outdoors comfortably 
before the inevitable freezing weather 
sets in. If you’ve returned from holiday 
to withered summer bedding and dried- 
up pots, bite the bullet and empty them 
on the compost heap, replacing them 
with aspring display. 

Plant bulbs, pansies, heathers and 
other winter and spring stalwarts to 
brighten up your outlook. If you’re not 
going to use your containers for winter 
displays, clean them out, wipe them 
down and put them away. 

Some gardeners tend to be more 
relaxed about disease control at the end 
of the season, but ignore them at your 
peril. Cut off or prune out affected parts 
of diseased plants and bum or dispose 
of them. Pest control is also important. 
Be aware that many biological controls 
become less reliable when the temper¬ 
ature drops as the insects will multiply 
more slowly. Take off shoots on plants 
which are infested with greenfly or 
blackfly and dispose of them. 

It’s also important to keep up with the 



If crops have finished, clear the land 


weeding because otherwise they are 
likely to shed seeds, creating a hotbed 
of more weeds next year. 

Continue to deadhead roses and cut 
back finished summer-flowering peren¬ 
nials, removing supports which 
propped up the plants which have 
stopped flowering. These can be 
cleaned with a mild detergent and put 
away until next year. 

The vegetable garden should still be 
producing rich pickings of French and 
runner beans, salad crops, courgettes 


and sweetcorn, but if you have time, 
clear away spent crops to create vacant 
rows, dig over the ground and refill the 
spare space with autumn and winter 
crops as soon as possible. 

Give the greenhouse a spring-clean, 
emptying it of staging, plants and 
rubbish and give it a good clean with 
hot, soapy water, which will help flush 
out pests and diseases and prepare the 
area for overwintering tender plants. 

If you’re putting plants back in there, 
try to space them out to allow good 
airflow around them which will help stop 
the build-up of diseases such as soft rot 
and mildew. 

Garden furniture can also be cleaned 
at this time of year on fine days, to save 
you a job next spring. Teak furniture 
should be washed with a mild mixture of 
soap and water and it is best if you use 
a soft utility brush to remove surface 
dirt. Rinse the furniture thoroughly after 
cleaning and allow it to dry completely 
before putting it away for the winter. 

September is also a good time to 
prune cane fruits such as loganberries 
and tayberries, cutting off the fruited 
canes to about 6in (15cm) from the 
ground. 

Of course, once you’ve done all this, 
the sun may come out and you may 
haveto unpack a deck chair ortwo ifthe 
summer turns out to be an Indian one - 
but you’ll be streets ahead when spring 
arrives.

Insignia VXR has badge of quality - everywhere 


VAUXHALL has a history of producing sport¬ 
ing cars and have competed in many forms 
of motor sport over the years, which has 
delivered some storming cars. 

The icon from my day was the original Astra GTE, one 
of the first hot hatches of the 80s. However, time waits 
for no-one and the requirements in our modern times are 
somewhat more sophisticated. 

We want high performance handling, which has to be 
comfortable for everyone, not an ironing board ride, 
engines that deliver huge amounts of horsepower but 
sip fuel like a moped, practical luggage space for a 
whole family and to cap it all we want it to be reasonably 
priced! 

In order to answer these requirements Vauxhall has 
the VXR range which is the sporting arm of the factory. 
The one I have on test is the Insignia VXR 2.8 V6 in what 
I call fire engine red but is fittingly called ‘Power Red’ in 
the catalogue. 

The shape of the Insignia will be familiar but the VXR 
has some different features. The first item to grab you is 
the wheels, which are 20-inch jobs with wide rubber 
band style low profile tyres. 

Even if you’re not interested in cars, they immediately 
signal that this is different from the rest of the range. 

The front bumper also sports some mesh grills which 
are not just there for show but help cool down the big 
brake discs and the Brembo brake calipers that are 
visible through the wheels. 

To finish off the ensemble there is a pair of tasteful 
sports exhausts sticking out of the rear bumper. Then, if

you are under any illusion as to what this car is there are 
VXR badges everywhere. 

The VXR theme continues inside with instrument 
panels, gear lever, pedals and a three spoke steering 
wheel that is flat at the bottom all being suitably badged. 
Oh, and as you get in there are VXR alloy sill covers again 
reminding you that you are entering a different beast 
from the normal family car. 

The front seats are Recaro and are beautifully sup¬ 
portive in all the right places, achieving the comfort and 
firmness that enable you to tackle almost any form of 
driving. 

Other manufacturers should take note of this. Too 
many times I have driven high performance versions of 
family cars to find that the seat is designed for a race¬ 
track where even a wallet in the back pocket can mean 
you don’t fit in the seat. 

The Insignia VXR is fitted with Vauxhall’s latest version 
of its 2.8litre 24v Turbo V6 which produces a pleasing 
325 brake horsepower and is fitted to an excellent auto 
box which helps distribute the power to the four-wheel 
drive system. 

The sound it makes when you bury the throttle pedal 
and the way it eats up the road would scare many so- 
called sports cars. 

With 0-60 coming up in 5.9 seconds this is a serious 
performance car and the excellent four-wheel drive 





never seems to interfere but does allow the tyres to 
provide massive amounts of grip in pretty much any sit¬ 
uation, providing confidence in being able to use the 
power when you want and not just in the straight line on 
a dual carriageway or motorway. 

Now I have left the best bit until last - the handling. 
The previous Vectra VXR was a fearsome beast with 
huge amounts of understeer. If you drove one of those 
cars, banish its memory from your mind. 

The Insignia VXR has been tested extensively on the 
fearsome Nurburgring race track to ensure that its road 
manners are impeccable and I have to say the time the 
engineers spent there has been worth every penny. 

For a car of this size to handle the way it does with a 
surefooted nimbleness is amazing and will have \ 
looking for the sign that indicates the road has loads 
bends.

THE 2011 Frankfurt Motor Show will play host to four 
high-performance Audi S models sharing one new 
eight-cylinder engine. The new powerplant enables 
them to counterbalance outputs of up to 520PS with 
the potential for up to 29mpg. 

The new bi-turbo V8, incorporating cylinder-on-demand 
technology and a host of other advances, replaces the natu¬ 
rally aspirated VI0 FSI engine in the all-new S6, S6 Avant and 
S8 models, and in the process improves economy by as 
much as 25 per cent. It is also at the heart of a completely 
new addition to the S quattro Series - the new S7 Sportback. 

In the S6 and S6 Avant the new 4.0-litre, twin-turbo V8 
delivers ample power with fuel economy in keeping with the 
times. It appears here in 420PS form, and provides a con¬ 
stant 550Nm of torque from 1,400 to 5,300rpm, enough to 
catapult the S6 from 0 to 62mph in 4.8 seconds and the S6 
Avant in 4.9 seconds, and to spur them on to an electronically 
governed top speed of 155mph. 

Performance 

The 4.0 TFSI brings Audi’s downsizing strategy to the high- 
performance class. Compared to the 5.2-litre VI0, it offers 
even stronger performance while reducing fuel consumption 
by as much as 25 per cent. Average fuel consumption is 
29.1 mpg in the S6 and 28.8mpg in the S6 Avant, well above 
that of the competition. 

The two new S models are fitted as standard with adaptive 
air suspension in its firmer “sport” configuration. The tautly 
tuned air suspension with variable damping lowers the body 
by 10mm, and provides for highly precise handling without 
compromising comfort. Four 19-inch cast aluminium wheels 
in a unique five parallel spoke design frame the black calipers 
of the powerful front and rear internally ventilated disc 
brakes, which can be replaced by carbon fibre-ceramic discs 
as an option. 

The Audi S7 Sportback uses the same engine as the S6 
and S6 Avant - the new 4.0 TFSI with 420PS and 550Nm of 
torque. The twin-turbo V8 accelerates the five-door coupe 
from 0 to 62mph in 4.9 seconds, and top speed is limited to 
155mph. The cultivated eight-cylinder, which uses Audi’s 
“cylinder on demand” technology under part load, achieves 
an impressive combined economy figure of 29.1 mpg. 

The S7 Sportback is fitted as standard with adaptive air 
suspension sport and the Audi drive select dynamics 
system. Mounted behind the 19-inch wheels are large, inter¬ 
nally ventilated disc brakes front and rear. Their black 
calipers are stamped with S7 logos at the front. Carbon fibre- 
ceramic discs are available as an option. Other chassis 
options include 20-inch wheels and dynamic steering, which 
varies its ratio as a function of speed. 

Sublime 

The Audi S8 is the new head of the Audi S model family - 
a large and luxurious saloon that can deliver sublime comfort 
or supreme excitement as required. The new 4.0-litre TFSI in 
the S8 generates no less than 520PS and delivers a constant 
650Nm of torque to the crankshaft between 1,700 and 
5,500rpm. The result is outstanding performance: the sprint 
from zero to 62mph takes just 4.2 seconds, and top speed is 
electronically capped at 155mph. 

This makes the fuel consumption of the sonorous and 
smooth twin-turbo V8 all the more amazing: It averages 
27.7mpg on the combined cycle, a considerable gain over its 
competitors, and its predecessor - the 5.2-litre VI0 in the 
previous S8 posted 21.4mpg in the equivalent test. This has 
been achieved despite a 70PS increase in output. 

The new Audi S8 strikes its impressive balance between 
performance and efficiency with the combined technologies 
of the Audi modular efficiency platform, including the recu¬ 
peration and start-stop systems. The newly developed 
“cylinder on demand” technology also plays a very signifi¬ 
cant role. 

Under part load, it deactivates four of the eight cylinders 
for an efficiency gain that is particularly pronounced at mod¬ 
erate motorway speeds. A package of acoustic measures 
including the Active Noise Cancellation system suppresses 
possible intrusive noise and vibrations. 

The eight-speed tiptronic in the S8 unites sportiness and 
efficiency. It uses tall gears at low revs when possible, but 
downshifts quickly and comfortably when requested. The 
tiptronic delivers the power to a quattro drivetrain combining 
a self-locking centre differential with the sport differential on 
the rear axle. 

During dynamic driving, the lion’s share of the power flows 
to the outside wheel to literally push the large saloon into the 
corner.

With responsibility for over £500m of public money the PCT has achieved all statutory financial targets for 2010/11. This has been at a time of 
significant demand on health services and the desire to develop services to meet key health plans. 


The PCT achieved all statutory and non-statutory financial duties in 2010/11 as set 
out below: 

Statutory 

Remain within the Revenue Resource Limit achieved £794,000 surplus 
Remained within Capital Resource Limit achieved £7,000 surplus. 

Non-Statutory 

Better Payment Practice Code - pay suppliers invoices by the due date or within 

30 days of receipt achieved - exceeded the 95% target. 

Ensure Provider Services achieve full cost recovery achieved surplus of £468,000. 

In 2010/11 the PCT spent £510,406,000 an increase of 5.2% compared to 2009/10. After taking account of technical adjustments associated with the 
revaluation of assets to a Modern Equivalent Assets (MEA) basis in line with national policy, the net increase in expenditure was 2.9%. 




During 2010/11 the PCT increased expenditure in a number of areas, some of which were: 
Increased investment in a new Health and Social Care Centre within Brierley Hill - £2.2m 
Increased investment in obesity and smoking reduction initiatives - £300,000 
Increased investment on drugs and devices - £2m 

Establishment of community initiatives, including minor surgery and diabetes - £250,000 


Despite these times of constraint, the PCT intends to invest in new services to improve 
healthcare in Dudley in the following areas:- 

Screening of risk factors for heart conditions in the adult population - £570,000 

Digital Mammography - £300,000 

Investment in weight loss programmes - £205,000 

Increased investment in tackling alcohol misuse - £300,000

Changes in the NHS 


In July 2010, the Government published a paper called 'Liberating the NHS', which details how the NHS will change over the coming years to 
ensure the services provided are as patient focused as possible. 

To make these improvements, the way the NHS is run is changing. 

Local health staff and local communities will have more power to make decisions and fewer decisions will be taken at a national level. Local 
decisions on healthcare will be placed in the hands of clinicians. 

From April 2013, some of the functions currently provided by the Primary Care Trust will be led by local clinicians including GPs, nurses and 
hospital consultants. This means that some of the money that is allocated by the government to buy healthcare services will be handed to groups 
of local clinicians who will decide what the best services are for local residents. This process is known as commissioning. 

The National Commissioning Board will be responsible for buying specific services including those provided by GPs and it is proposed that the 
responsibility for Public Health will move to the Local Authority overseen by a new body called Public Health England. 


Developing Clinical Commissioning in Dudley 


In Dudley, GPs and other clinicians have always been involved in deciding how the budget for healthcare is spent locally, therefore staff at the 
PCT and local clinicians already have strong working relationships. Clinicians from across the borough have been spending more time 
understanding the current functions undertaken by the PCT so that they are prepared to take on their new responsibilities and in April 2011 
began commissioning some areas on behalf of local people. 

Dr David Hegarty is the Chair of the Dudley Health Clinical Commissioning Group and is leading the development of Clinical Commissioning here 
in Dudley. He is also a practicing GP in the borough.

The Black Country Cluster 


To ensure stability until PCTs are abolished, local PCTs are being joined together to form a PCT Cluster to ensure that the important support 
services that the organisations currently provide can continue. 

'Liberating the NHS' clearly states that PCTs will be abolished by 2013 therefore to ensure stability until this point local PCTs will be clustering to 
make them more robust. Dudley will join with Sandwell, Walsall and Wolverhampton with the appointment of one Executive team for the Black 
Country Cluster. 

In March 2011, Robert Bacon, Chief Executive at Sandwell Primary Care Trust was appointed as the Chief Executive for all four PCTs. 

Dr Steve Cartwright has recently been appointed as Managing Director for NHS Dudley.
